Liquor Levy in Effect Tomorrow 
To Yield Additional $7,500,000 


Seven and one-half million dol- 
lars will be added to the state’s 
annual revenue under the in- 
ereased liquor warehouse charges 
which become effective Monday, 
state fiscal authorities estimate. 

This will finance most of the 
proposed expansion in health, ed- 
ucation, and eleemosynary pro- 
grams, it is believed. Plans for 
spending this new money prob- 
ably will be mapped in legisla- 
tive conferences with Gov. Arnall 
prior to the opening of the 15- 
day session of the general as- 
sembly. 

Gov. Arnall, who had been ex- 
pected to make «an. important 
statement for Sunday newspapers 
about his lengthy conference Fri- 
day with Senate Pres. Frank 
Gross and House Speaker Roy 
Harris, did not issue any state- 
ment after details of the new 
liquor warehouse charges were 
published in Saturday’s Consti- 
tution. 

However, there was no change 
in the administration’s plan to 
increase the charges. The staff 
of the State Revenue Department 
was busy yesterday sending out 
notices of the new charges to 
wholesale liquor dealers. All le- 
gal liquor sold in Georgia passes 

the state warehouse, 


to pass’ this new expense onto 
the retailers and the retailers ar 
expected to try to pass it on to 
the consumer, it is unlikely that 
the retail price of whisky will 
be increased simultaneously with 
the rising warehouse «charges. 

Regional OPA Director Alexan- 
der Harris said the OPA would 
have to grant permission for any 
price increase. He said his of- 
fice had not been asked to grant 
any increase yet.

The new warehouse charges wi 

be $3 a gallon, as emg 2 po with 
50 cents a case under the present 
system. However, a cut of federal 


taxes on whisky by $3 a gallon is 
pending. 


The present warehouse charges 
produced $750,000 in state revenue 
during the past fiscal year.’ The 
new charges would produce an es- 
timated $10,237,813, if liquor sales 
held up to last year’s figure. How- 
ever, fiscal observers predict a de- 
crease in liquor sales. Deducting 
the present income of $750,000, 
they think the increased revenue 
to the state would be $7,500,000. 

This warehouse charge does not 
interfere with the state’s tax of $1 


’a gallon on liquor sales. This 


lij brought in $3;412,604 during the 


past fiscal year. It is believed 
this revenue will drop to an an- 
nual average of $2,500,000 for the 
future, 

The anticipated: warehouse 
charges and the average liquor 
sales tax would bring in about 
$10,000,000 a year from the liquor 
industry. 

Expansions have been proposed 
in Georgia’s schools, hospitals and 
other public services. A senate- 
house committee, which spent the 
summer investigating institutions, 
has recommended a $26,000,000 
building program. This could be 
financed over a period of several

Churchill of Britain twice took 
the initiative in suggesting moves 
by this country. 

The first was at the Atlantic 
Charter meeting, held in August, 
1941, aboard the U. S. cruiser Au- 
gusta off the Newfoundland coast. 

There, Churchill proposed that 
the United States and Britain each 
issue a warning to Japan against 
further aggression. President 
Roosevelt agreed and personally 
gave the warning to the Japanese 
ambassador on August 17. 

Mr. Roosevelt elected, however, 
to use somewhat milder language 
than his British friend had orig- 
inally proposed. 

Again, on Nov. 30, 1941, Church- 
ill suggested in a message that the 
President tell the Japanese “that 
‘any further Japanese aggression 
would compel you to place the 
gravest issues before congress’ or 
words to that effect.” 

No action in line with that sug- 
gestion was taken, so far as the 
record shows. Welles said he 
knew of no communication sent 
the Japanese between Nov. 30 and 
Dec. 7, 1941, except the Presi- 
dent’s massage of Dec, 6 to Em- 
peror Hirohito urging that peace 
be maintained. 

EFFECT ON CHINA 

The British also raised ques- 
tions about the effect on China of 
a proposed temporary arrange- 
ment with Japan which never 
went into effect.

Levies Cost 
Of Entry 


TOKYO, Sunday, Nov. 25.—(#) 
Gen. MacArthur, in a stern “war 
does not pay” directive, Sunday 
ordered the Japanese government 
to tax away the war profits of all 
Nipponese firms and individuals 
and make a capital levy ranging 
up to 70 per cent on corporate and 
private fortunes—including the im- 
perial household’s. 

A statement accompanying the 
directive said it would “result in 
a more equitable distribution of 
wealth than Japan has ever had.” 


In the most strongly worded or- 
der of the occupation to date, the 
supreme commander prohibited 
all government credit or subsidy 
activities pending sweeping reor- 
ganization of government finances, 
and directed the Japanese to sub- 
mit a complete war profits tax 
program to the first session of the 
diet in 1946, 


CUTS OFF PENSIONS 


Reaching down to the very sol- 
diers and sailors who fought the 
war, as well as the generals and 
admirals who directed it and the 
Zaibatsu (big family concerns) 
who supplied it, MacArthur also 
ordered the government to termi- 
nate by Feb. 1 the payment of any 
discharge allowances or service 
pensions to Japanese veterans 
“except compensation for physical 
disability limiting the recipient’s 
ability to work.” 

MacArthur told the Nipponese 
“certain Japanese interests have 
used unjustified and aggressive 
war to illegally enrich themselves 
for many years. You will demon- 
strate to all Japanese that war is 
financially unprofitable by insur- 
ing that the tax includes the - 
riod not only dating from the 
fidious attack on Pearl Har 
but includes the period prior to 
that date to the maximum extent 
possible.”

30 Americans Are Injured in Indian Riots 


NEW DELHI, India, Nov. 24.— 
(P)— New violence marked by 
police gunfire flared in Bombay 
Saturday and U. S. Army head- 
quarters announced that 30 Ameri- 
ean soldiers had been injured at 
Calcutta in anti-British rioting. 

American headquarters said no 
Americans had been reported kill- 
ed, however, and Calcutta diis- 
patches said reports that a United 
States major and soldiers had been 
killed there were without founda- 
tion. One’ American soldier was 
missing, however. 

While Calcutta gradually return- 


ed to normal, with no new out- 
breaks Saturday, police in Bom- 
bay, India’s second largest city, 
opened fire on demonstrators who 
threw stones and injured one 
police officer and four constables. 
No gunshot casualties were re- 
ported. 

Troops had taken over the po- 
licing in Calcutta, starting point 
of the demonstrations which were 
touched off by the British trial of 
Indian army officers who had join- 
ed the Japanese-sponsored Indian 
national army in Burma during 
the war. 


Improvement in tthe Calcutta 
situation developed after members 
of the All India Congress party, as 
well as Hindus and Mahasabha 
party leaders toured the city and 
appealed to crowds to be peaceful. 

Casualties at Calcutta totaled 
nearly 250. Gunfire Friday took 
the lives of five more persons, 
—— fatalities in Calcutta 
to 36.

Marriage is a legal quibble.

In fact, makers of the plane 
say that anyone who can drive an 
automobile can learn to solo in 
five hours, on an average. This 
is based on extensive flight in- 
struction tests conducted with the 
Ercoupe by Parks Air College of 
East St. Louis, IIl., which de- 
termined the following statistics 
from 100 persons between 20 and 
60 years of age taught by the 
Parks institution: 

LOW OPERATING COST 

Women required an average of 
4 hours 54 minutes to learn; men 
required an average of 4 hours 
and 30 minutes. Parks kept de- 
tailed operating figures and found 
that the total operating cost, in- 
cluding gasoline, oil and mainte- 
nance was 2 cents per mile. 

The Ercoupe is a _ low-wing 
monoplane with an all-metal fuse- 
lage, twin-rudder tail, and tricycle 
landing gear. It is 20 feet 9 inches 
long, 5 feet 11 inches high, and 
has a 30-foot wing span. The 
transparent canopied cabin per- 


mits two persons to ride side by 
side. All directional control, both 
in the air and on the ground, is 
operated by a steering wheel. 
The CAA, which tests and 
licensés all airplanes, has certified 
the Ercoupe as “incapable of spin- 
ning.” Spins are the cause of many 
flying accidents. The safety fea- 
ture is accomplished by control 
coordination. When the ship is 
flown into a position that would 
result in a spin by a conventional 
type plane, the Ercoupe simply 
levels off, picks up speed and flies 
along smoothly. 
HANDILY CONTROLLED 


The steering wheel is pulled 
toward the flyer to make the plane 
ascend; is pushed forward for de- 
scent. The device is connected 
with the forewheel of the tricycle 
landing gear so that the plane 1s 
guided by the steering wheel when 
taxiing on the ground, as an auto- 
mobile is guided. The throttle is 
operated by hand from the dash. 
There are no rudder pedals, the 
only foot operation being for the 
brake, which is used only on the 
ground.

During our happy year 
at Ringgold we learned severa! 
things, namely, that two cannot 


,*live as cheaply as one, that you 


cannot live altogether on love and 
kisses, and that my preaching abil- 
ity was less than one-half what I 
thought it to be. Three valuable 
lessons, I’d- say for any young 
preacher to learn. 


AN UNFORGETTABLE incident 
comes to mind as I think of Ring- 
gold. It is connected with my only 
purchase of corn liquor. Some 
months before our first child was 
born our physician advised that 
I buy some whisky. I hesitated, 
for I had never spent a penny for 
liquor. However, I went to Chatta- 
nooga and bought a pint. 

I was staying at the home of a 
man named Deckert that week, 
and as we journeyed to church the 
next day we saw a strange man 
walking along the road. On our re- 
turn home that night we found 
Deckert’s home had been entered. 
some money stolen and my corn 
liquor gone. Another home also 
had been entered where a suit of 


of 1910 a young man who attended 
church, but was not a member, 
heard me remark that I should be 
glad to get a pint of high-grade 
whisky. 


On my next preaching day 
there, when I had finished my 
sermon, the young man referred 
to came to me and said he had 
placed a quart of fine liquor in 
my buggy. 

As the young fellow was ac- 
customed to paying something to 
the preacher éach year, when the 
stewards went to him to collect 
at the last quarterly conference, 
he told them he had given me a 
quart of liquor and would let that 
be his contribution. And _ the 
stewards turned in a cash script 
for one quart of fine liquor, and 
charged it up to me! In 1916 an- 
other gift of a few “draps” of 
whisky was given me by a man 
in Coweta county. The stuff has 
ever been opened, and is here 
somewhere around my house now. 


These instances are, as far as 
corn liquor is concerned, the only 
ones where corn liquor, or any 
kind of liquor, ever entered my 
ministerial career. Now you tell 
one. 


SINCE MANY PEOPLE know 
me as “The Circuit Rider,” the 
inquiry has been made “Did you 
ever really ride a circuit?” Well, 
yes. My first charge had four 
churches in it, with extreme 
points 21 miles apart. My first 
horse was named Topsy. On that 
charge a brother from the coun- 
try brought me 100 bundles of 
fodder. Then he visited with me 
so long his horse ate nearly all 
the fodder. 

My circuit riding was so accept- 
able that, by 1916, I was promoted 
to a charge in Coweta county, 
where there were seven churches. 
i fired in and organized another, 
holding eight revival meetings in 
one summer season, 

My second horse was named 
Pansy, and she was truly a mean 
“critter,” putting my religion to a 
severe strain many times. My 
present horse, the one that I use 
in my circuit riding all over Geor- 
gia, is named Pegasus, and he 
surely is a humdinger. If you 
would know more about Pegasus, 
consult Bulfinch’s mythology. 


I HAVE NEVER owned an auto- 
bile for several reasons. On my 


salary an automobile could not 
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the rare specimens that have come 
my way. Buttons, cuff links, bottle 
tops and tobacco tags are omitted. 


One tobacco tag showed up one 
night in 1918 during a revival 
meeting when special attention 
was given the collection so we 
could raise money to pay for our 
tent. Tin plates were used to re- 
ceive the offering. 

Calling attention to the tinware, 
I suggested that the noise accom- 
panying the dropping of the coin 
would indicate its size, and that 
folding money would make no 
noise at all. Warning was made 


that if a tobacco tag were dropped | 


into the plate, a gun would fire. | 
of everybody, lost a son in an un- 


Believe it or not, one night a gun 
fired with a noise like a big bertha 
giving forth. Yes, the tobacco tag 
showed up. You may say that to- 
bacco tag yarn is a lie. You may 
be right about that. But that 
phony money is no lie. 


SOME YEARS of my ministry 
have been more fruitful than 
others, and some of tlic years are 
marked by really good revivals. 
At the Gainesville St. Paul church, 
in 1909, we had 75 persons to unite 
with that church. At Hogansville, 
in 1921, there occurred my most 
remarkable meeting. The meeting 
was under undesirable circum- 
stances, but we determined to do 
the best we could. The official 
board pledged to stand unitedly 
back of me. The meeting ran for 
eight days and nights, I preached 
16 times on one text, and received 
51 persons into the church. The 
text used is John 3:16, declared 
by the late Bishop Candler to be 
the heart of the entire gospel. 


DURING MY MINISTRY there | 


has been earnest appeal that re- 
ligion in the home circle be mag- 
nified. Stress was laid upon fam- 
ily worship. An impressive scene 
comes to mind, as I recall a service 
at a country church in Paulding 
county when heads of 31 families 
stood at the altar and pledged 
their homes to God. The happiest 
two years of my ministry were at 
Second Avenue church, Rome, 
where the spirit of fellowship was 
strong, the people had a mind to 
work, an enormous debt -was paid 
off, and 100 new members added 
to the church in two years. The 
most responsive group of young 
people I ever worked with was at 
the Atlanta Lakewood Heights 
church, with those of the Hogans- 
ville circuit Midway church next. 


SOMETIMES THOSE wedding 
fees you hear about turn out dif- 
ferently from what you might ex- 
pect. At Griffin, in 1914, one Sun- 
day afternoon a fellow gave me 
$5 as a fee. The next Wednesday 
he came to town and asked for a 
refund of 50 per cent. Many wed- 
dings have no fee at all; but, when

It doesn’t take much effort to take 
part in the lynching: of a preach- 
er; but what a terrific cost that 
effort involves. Suppose you 
check up on that in your own ob- 
servation, friend reader. 


FOR 39 YEARS I have tried to 
write church news fairly, accu- 
rately, dependably, and with a 
sympathetic interpretation. I play 
no favorites. Wherever bigness 
and goodness are found, whether 
in this denomination or that, 
whether with white or black, I am 
happy to recognize them. Like- 
wise, wherever littleness and 
meanness are found, whether in 
this denomination or that, whether 
white or black, they are consid- 
ered despicable. The’ religion 
brought to mankind by Jesus | 
Christ is too big and grand and | 
glorious for us finite human be- | 
ings to have fleabitten, hidebound 
conceptions of it. 


AS THE CLOSING lines of this 
rambling sketch come, I want to 
give my personal testimony as to 
my conviction and faith. Today 
there is nothing to be afraid of but 
unrighteousness, there is more rea- 
son for unwavering faith in God 
than ever, there is less room for 
doubt than the world has ever 
known. I am not at all perturbed 
by the current turmoil in the secu- | 
lar and religious spheres, for it is 
exactly according to the prophetic 
schedule. 


The worst and the best are yet, 
to come, so let’s cheer up. Mat- | 
ters will become worse and worse 
until we get around to the realiza- 
tion that we are in sin, and then 
repent with godly sorrow and 
bring forth fruits properly meet 
therefor. Right now the world 
isn’t studying about sin’s realiza- 
tion or repentance therefor.

From Government Surplus 


ST. JOHN. 


The Georgia legisiature, through a new committee to be named 
soon, will attempt to obtain a “surplus” government hospital for 


use as a state tuberculosis hospital. 


Gov. Arnall yesterday telegraph- 
ed House Speaker Roy Harris and 
Senate President Frank Goss ask- 
ing that they appoint a joint com-

HUGE SURPLUS 


Fight Looms 
In Rubber 
Industry 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.— () 
Tire-hungry motorists take note— 
the world now faces a huge rub- 
ber surplus for the next two or 
three years. 

This is the conclusion of an 
interfiational ‘‘rubber study 
group” of American, British, 
French and Dutch experts. They 
have just concluded a meeting in 
London and their report was re. 
leased simultaneously. 

It contains no recommendations 
for production controls among the 
nations which produce natural 
and synthetic rubber, so that the 
way apparently is left open for 
intense competition on a cost basis 
between the manufacturers of syn- 
thetic rubber in this country and 
the producers of natural rubber 
in the Malaya-Dutch Indies area. 

Some experts believe and the 
rubber study group implies that 
this may lead to the development 
of a great variety of new uses for 
rubber and new production of rub- 
ber articles in the near future. 


The international experts 
summed up the world’s rubber sit- 


uation this way: 


United States capacity to pro- 
duce synthetic rubber stands at 
1,055,000 tons a year out of a total 
maximum crpacity of 1,400,000 
tons. 

Natural rubber output in the Far 
East in 1946 may reach 600,000 
tons and the eventual natural rub- 
ber production if needed may rise 
to a tot~] of 1,500,000 tons. 

Thus the world faces a total po- 
tentional rubber production of 
2,700,000 to 2,800,000 tons a year

Postmaster Gen. Robert Hannegan 
in his role of Democratic national 
chairman is throwing new and 
harder punches for the administra- 
tion’s lagging legislative program 
in congress. 

Senator and representatives are 
seeing more of Hannegan these 
days, and he is fighting with 
everything he has — from words 
and patronage to cocktails and lav- 
ish luncheons—to bring about a 
united party front on Capitol Hill. 


With his eye on the 1946 con- 
gressional elections, which will 
hold much of the answer to who. 
will win the presidency in 1948, | 
Hannegan is turning on his Irish | 
charm and persuasion with new 
vigor. He wants the administra- 
tion program to be an accom- 
plished legislative fact before the 
voters start making up their minds 
some time next summer. 


HANNEGAN’S GOAL 

His current primary objective— 
he prefers to tackle his problems 
one at a time—is passage of the 
65-cents-an-hour minimum wage 
viewed by the President as one of 
the most important planks in what 
Mr. Truman calls his new “eco- 
nomic bill of rights,” 

Although some _ congressional 
leaders are doleful about the pros- 
pects of this bill, Hannegan is not. 

He is not certain that 65 cents 
will be the final figure approved 
by congress, but he feels the 
chances are good for enactment 
of a statutory minimum wage con- 
siderably higher than the present 
40 cents. He hopes for no léss 
than 55 cents.

May Block Nazi Pleas 
For British Witnesses 


By DANIEL DE LUCE 


NUERNBERG, Germany, Nov. 


24.—(7)— Defense attorneys said 


Saturday they would call titled members of the “Cliveden set” and 
other prominent Britons as witnesses in the historic war crimes trial, 
but it appeared they would be blocked by legal restrictions. 


The lawyers for the accused 
Nazi leaders disclosed thefr plans 
‘at a press conference. It was 
learned authoritatively later that 
restrictions in bringing in foreign- 
ers as defense witnesses before 
the international military tribunal 
are so multifold that “big names” 
are almost excluded at the outset. 


The defendants who planned to 
call British witnesses were former 
Foreign Minister Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop, Field Marshal Wilhelm 


Keitl2 and former Deputy Fuehrer | 


Rudolf Hess. 

’ Yon Ribbentrop’s attorney said 
‘the one-time German ambassador 
to London would call Lady Astor 
and others who used to meet in 
the 1930s at the Cliveden estate 
of Lord and Lady Astor, including 
Lords Beaverbrook, Londonderry 
and Derby. 

CALL CHURCHILL KIN 

Keitel’s attorney announced that 
his client would call Giles Rom- 
_mily, a nephew of Winston 
Churchill, who was captured by 
the Germans at Narvik, Norway, 
in 1940, and Capt. Michael Alex- 
ander, cousin of Field Marshal 
Sir Harold Alexander, also a pris- 
oner of war. 

Hess’ attorney indicated he 
would cal] the Duke of Hamilton, 
on whose estate the former No. 3 
Nazi landede when he parachuted 
upon Scotland in 1941, and the 
British -physician who first ex- 
amined Hess after he landed. 

The procedure for bringing in 
foreign witnesses, an authoritative 
source said, entails a written re- 
quest by the defense which stipu- 
lates clearly what evidence the 
witness is expected to give, ap- 
proval of the request by Allied 
prosecutors and then approval by 
the tribunal.

The British,- it was learned, 
have already approved about 60 
per cent of the German witnesses 
called by the defense, the majority 
of them former subordinate offi- 
cials. No British subjects are in- 
cluded 

The defense attorneys said a 
majority of the 20 Nazi leaders 
who are on trial in person would 
testify in their own defense. Sev- 
eral of them replied with an em- 
phatic “yes” when asked whether 
they would again challenge the 


_tribunal’s jurisdiction. 


A group defense challenge on 


the first day of the trial was over- 


ruled by the presiding judge, Lord 
Justice Sir Geoffrey Lawrence. 
The attorneys said their argu- 
ments to be presented in the new 
challenge were not completely 
formulated. 


The staff of U. S. Prosecutor 
Robert H. Jackson is expected to 
complete its case next week, with 
the British prosecutors taking over 
the following week for three or 
four days to deal with crimes 
against the peace. The French 
and Russian cases, consisting al- 
most entirely of atrocities, will 
require an additional two weeks, 
it was estimated.

Iran Seeks 
Red Parley 
On Dispute 


By EDDY GILMORE 

MOSCOW, Nov. 24.—(P)—A 
delegation from Iran is expected 
to arrive in Moscow soon to dis- 
cuss the situation in northern Iran 
where disorders have occurred re- 
cently, an Iranian embassy official 
said Saturday. 

A Tehran dispatch quoted of- 
ficial Iranian sources as saying the 
Iranian government had not been 
able to arrange discussions with 
the Russians regarding the dis- 
orders or the refusal of Soviet 
authorities to permit Iranian re- 


risoned Azerbaijan province. 

The Russians have not replied 
to a single Iranian letter of com- 
plaint addressed to the Soviet em- 
bassy, these sources said. 

Political observers in Moscow 
interpreted the developments in 
northern Iran as the first step by 
the population in gaining local 
autonomy within the framework 
of the Iranian government. 

A Tass dispatch said recent 
meetings of he Tudeh—peoples 
ma#@es—party in northern Iran 
show that the “aims of the Demo- 
cratic party and the Tudeh meet- 
ings pursue no other objective 
than the fulfillment of the consti- 
tutional provision guaranteeing 
democracy.” 

The Tudeh party is in closest 
relations with the Soviet Union 
and its demands for self-govern- 
ment naturally would be looked 
upon favorably by the Russians 
who, for security reasons, would 
like to have friendly relations with 
their neighbors to the south. 


The Tehran newspaper Nasim I 
Saba said the Russians had set up 
oil installations near Shahi and 
Tabriz, in northern Iran, and 
charged that this was “an _ in- 
fringement of Persian sovereignty. 
‘If, as a result of continuous So- 
viet obstruction, the Iran govern- 
ment is unable to send representa- 
tives northward, it is certainly 
largely owing to these installa- 
tions which the Russians’ wish 
conceals,” the paper said. 


A Tehran dispatch quoted a 
traveler who arrived by plane 
from Tabriz as saying Azerbaijan 
province was now quiet, but that 
the Democratic party was agitat- 
ing for local autonomy and plan- 
ning to hold regional council elec- 
tions next week.

“CREDITABLE BEGINNING” 


“The co-operation of various 
agencies, city schools, the med- 
ical profession, civic organizations 
and the state and federal health 
divisions have enabled us to make 
a creditable beginning in a well- 
rounded health program,” Dr. 
Hackney said. 

“To insure an adequate control 
program, our department is ask- 
ing the largest health appropria- 
tion it has ever had next year. We 
new depart- 
ments this year, the sanitation 
engineering, which includes ty- 
phus, and the tuberculosis con- 
trol units. They must be financed 
if we are to do the job which citi- 
zens of Atlanta and the adminis- 
tration expect of us. 

“Salaries must be provided for 
the full year for these divisions 
and we must have more equip- 
ment which we have listed at 
about $9,000. We expect to carry 
out an up-to-date scientific pro- 
gram of preventive medicine with 
special concentration on major 
health problems. Every effort 
will be made to see that the serv- 
ices of the department are extend- 
ed to every citizen in Atlanta. 
We further expect to take full 
advantage of and adopt any new 
methods or techniques that have 
been or will be developed in the 
prevention of disease, as a result 
of war experiences. 
SANITATION WORK 

“All phases of sanitation work 
will be placed under the division 
of sanitary engineering. Empha- 
sis will be placed on sanitation 
in restaurants and soda _  foun- 
tains. 

“We will continue to expand 
rat control by ratproofing estab- 
lishments and dusting for the rat 
flea with DDT and to improve 
rabies control activities. We ex- 
pect to continue the expansion by 
adding a colored public health 
nurse supervisor in the general 
nursing division and a division of 
dentistry for colored children as 
soon as possible.

Soil Conservation Leaders 
To Convene Here Nov. 29, 30 


The supervisors of the various soil conservation districts are con- 
vening for their annual meeting in Atlanta at the Henry Grady hotel 


on Nov. 29 and 30. These men 
elected by the farmers of his own 

Counties are divided into logical! 
groups and are called soil con- 
servation districts. A conserva- 
tion district is a legal unit under 
the laws of Georgia. It has the 
right to own and operate equip- 
ment and machinery and to assist 
the formers of the district in ter- 
‘racing or otherwise changing the 
surface of their farms so as to 
hold the moisture and to prevent 
the loss of topsoil. 

The district has the further 
right to call on the U. S. Soil Con- 
servation Service for the services 


of its trained personnel, and it is | 


in this way that the technical jobs 
get done. The district makes con. 
tracts with the individual farmers 
and in turn, represents the farmer 
with the federal conservation 
service. 

There are now over 30 conser- 
vation districts in Georgia, with 
131 counties participating. It is 
hoped the other counties soon will 
join their sister counties in this 
important job of holding the soil. 

It was thought by critics of the 
plan, that the districts would in- 
fringe upon the rights of the in- 
dividual farmers, in doing the 
necessary work to hold the water

where it falls or in leading it 
away in such a manner as to pre 
vent soil loss. 

However, the plan has been in 
operation for about five years and 
there are no complaints from the 
farmers. The genius of the plan 
lies in the fact that the district is 
under control of local farmers and 


that each individual farmer’s co- 
operation is obtained specifically 
and in writing before any work 
is done on his farm. The plan 
is working out well. 

The farmers have been wise in 
the selection of their representa 
tives to the district organization. 
Such men as Jim Gillis Jr., of 
Soperton; W. M. Holsenbeck, of 
Winder, and Lawson Patton, of 
Lakeland, are typical of the farm- 
ers who are devoting their time to 


build the soil. 
Technical aids of all kinds are 
becoming available for the first 
time during the life of the Geor- 
gia organization.

Atlantan Invited To Attend 
Drexel Institute Ceremony 


A distinctive courtesy has been conferred upon Atlanta’s Dr. 
Anne Wallace Howland, dean emeritus of the school of library 
science of Drexel Institute of Technology in Philadelphia, through 
an invitation to attend the inauguration of Dr. James Creese, 
new president of Drexel. Her presence is requested on Founder’s 
Day, the 10th of December, when she will grace the festive board 
at the dinner given that evening for the board of trustees, the 
faculty and alumni at the Bellevue-Stratford hotel. Dr. Howland 
was dean of the library school of science from 1922 to 1937, during 
the administration of the late Dr. Kenneth G. Matheson, who once 
filled the presidential chair at Georgia Tech. 

Dr. Howland is remembered as the former Anne Wallace, first 
librarian and organizer of the Carnegie library of Atlanta. She it 
was who secured Andrew Carnegie’s generosity to build the present 
building, to buy its furnishings, to build its branch libraries, as 
well as the endowment fund for a library school to train southern 
women in technical library work. Later on, this school was turned 
over to Emory University as the proper place for academic work. 

To her intellectual curiosity and constructive imagination goes 
the credit for building the first public library in Georgia, for she 
drew the floor plans and engaged the architect. The building has 
served its purpose in an ever-growing city for 45 years, and Dr. 
Howland derives great pleasure in seeing people continue to use it 
in ever-increasing numbers. It not only required executive ability 
of a high order to organize the library, but Dr. Howland again 
showed her ability in launching the necessary propaganda to create 
public opinion to apply the use of taxes for the maintenance of a 
public library as an adjunct to the public schools. 

She was instrumental in the unification of library interests by 
getting the city council to pass an ordinance to accept the Carnegie 
gift for the building, together with the assets accruing from the 
Young Men’s Library Association, so as to obligate the city of 
Atlanta to support a free library. This consummation was effected 
in 1899, in the presence of members of the American Library 
Association, assembled in De Giv: opera house, known today as 
Loew’s Grand. Dr. Howland’s «a'‘forts resulted in securing the 
passage of a bill creating the Georfia Library Commission, of which 
she was the first secretary, and the founding of the Georgia Library 
Association. 

Dr. Howland was vice president of the American Library Asso- 
ciation and president of the Pennsylvania Library Association. 
But her first efforts in this field began to materialize for Atlanta 
and Georgia, her native city and state, when she pioneered in a 
field hitherto unentered by women. When she retired from Drexel 
to private life, she returned to her family and friends in Atlanta, 
and is residing at the Georgian Terrace. Her only son, Capt. 
Wallace Howland, is serving his country overseas.

Reiner Leads 
Symphony to 
Atlanta Acclaim 


The Pittsburgh Symphony Or- 
chestra under the baton of its cele- 
brated conductor, Dr. Fritz Rein- 
er, was enthusiastically acclaimed 
by a capacity audience in the third 
concert on the all star series last 
week at the auditorium. 

Dr. Reiner, superb technician 
that he is, has welded his forces, 
the majority of whom are young 
musicians, into a splendidly inte- 
grated ensemble. Each choir 
showed fine tonal and technical 
co-ordination, the string and wood- 
wind sections being particularly 
outstanding. Together, they blend- 
ed into. an ensemble memorable 
for its sonorities and rich color. 
Admirable, too, was the finished 
solo work of individual players 
and the perfect balance and ad- 
justment of tonal values that 
marked Dr. Reiner’s conducting. 

The program opened with the 
Overture “Roman Carnival” by 
Berlioz and closed with Wagner’s 
Overture to “Tannhauser.” The 
major offering was Brahms’ Sym- 
phony No. 1, in C Minor, followed 
by Smetana’s pictorial tone-poem, 
“The Moldau.” 
| The writer remembers Dr. Rein- 
jer from former hearings as a con- 
ductor of great dramatic force and 
brilliance. But these qualities were 
rarely in evidence in the opening 
numbers. The Berlioz overture, al- 
though smoothly and _ tastefully 
played, lacked gusto and genuine 
carnival spirit and Reiner’s con- 
ception of the epic C Minor was 
unfamiliar and by accepted stand- 
ards of appraisal, unorthodox. 
Passive and phlegmatic throughout, 
it had none of the breadth, the 
grandeur or the drama that is im- 

licit in the score. Like Beethoven’s 
ifth, it portrays a rendezvous 
with destiny that leads through 
storm and stress to ultimate con- 
fidence and tranquillity. 

During the remainder of the 
program, however, Dr. Reiner’s 
impersonal approach gave way to 
an. alert and electric leadership 
that brought rewarding response 
from the orchestra. Smetana’s love- 
ly tone-poem had fine rhythmical 
flow, variety of mood and beau- 
tiful tone color, and the “Tann- 
hauser” Overture was played with 
brilliance and dramatic effect. 

To an insistent demand for en- 
cores, Dr, Reiner and the orches- 
tra graciously responded with two 
Hungarian dances by Brahms, 
played with fire and elan, and 
a superlative concert version of 
the waltz from the current Broad- 
way hit, “Carousel.”

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Gen. Eisenhower Supports UNRRA 


It will be the height of folly, produc- 
tive also of sorrow for this country and 
generations yet to come, if we do not fully 
support the United Nations Relief and Re- 
-habilitation Administration. 


Gen. Eisenhower declared in his tes- 
timony that the nations of Europe trusted 
the United States more than any other in 
the United Nations set-up and looked to 
us for assistance. He expressed his faith 
also in the increasing efficiency of UNRRA. 


The general said something which The 
Constitution has insisted for weeks, namely 
that “if UNRRA were to fail the suffering 
nations, they could not help but feel that 
not only had the United States failed them, 
but that the hope of solution of world 
problems through United Nations action 
was an illusory one.” 


The White House Tries 


Americans who want to see reconver- 
sion attain peacetime production as soon 
as possible, to assist in the campaign 
against inflation, will applaud the White 
House decision to invite General Motors 
and the United Automobile Workers’ offi- 
cials to Washington to meet with federal 
conciliators. 


The company has flatly rejected a 
union arbitration proposal. Secretary of 
Labor Schwellenbach, after having gone 
over “the whole General Motors’ situation 
with the President,” then followed with 
the invitation to come to Washington this 
week for conciliation discussions. Fact- 
finding, and public knowledge of disclo- 
sures, will be helpful. 


There was one other development 
which, if it develops along at least one 
possible line, might crack the whole nut 
of labor disputes. The Ford Company has 
offered a contract-containing a clause 
making the union financially responsible 
for unauthorized work stoppages. Pre-

Mr. Hull's 
Squirrel Rifle of Truth 


The tall old man from the Tennessee hills shot 
the political Pearl Harbor hearing right between 
the eyes with the squirrel rifle of truth. 

I’d say he was never greater than when he testified before the 
committee on Friday. 

In an atmosphere of political machination and hate, the old man’s 
words blew through the room like a fresh breeze entering a smoke- 
filled, stale room through a flung-up window. 

Cordell Hull told his story, using words without waste; that being 
his custom. 

You must get the picture. 

This is the fourth Pearl Harbor inquiry. This one has a defect 
the others had not. It is political. There were those who wanted 
the late President, Franklin Roosevelt, to be convicted of the chief 
blame. I dosnot mean to say all the facts should not be sifted and 
the blame, if any, put where it belongs. I do not believe anyone 
was to blame save the national apathy and carelessness, the feeling 
we were immune from war and attack unless we ourselves began it. 


Repeatedly the Republican isolationist senators 
The Poor Japs have hammered on the point that the Japanese 
have said they would have turned back, after starting for Pearl 
Harbor, had President Roosevelt accepted their—the Japanese— 
demands. 

From the floor the Republican senators have asked, “Why didn’t 
Roosevelt meet the Japanese demands? Why did Cordell Hull send 
an ultimatum?” They have tried to make us believe the Japanese 
were nice little people badly treated by Hull and Roosevelt. 

We know now, from the evidence, the Japanese held “war games” 
to demonstrate Pear] Harbor could be attacked; we know they had 
instructions to return if their demands were met. We know they 
were not met, that Roosevelt and Hull refused them. The attack 
came. Only a fool would believe had they turned back the attack 
would not have come a little later. The Japanese would have in- 
terpreted, properly, our weakness and willingness to make a Munich. 


The old man talked of the Japanese proposal. The 
Japanese had demanded we supply them with all 
aid to war, that we cease all aid to China; that we withdraw all 
moral and material support from that government. 

(Does any American say now he would have wanted his govern- 
ment to have truckled to the Japanese insolence? Does any Amer- 
ican believe this would have averted war?) 

What did the old man say? 

“To have accepted the Japanese proposal of Nov. 20 was clearly 
unthinkable. It would have made the United States an ally of Japan 
in Japan’s program of conquest and aggression and collaboration 
with Hitler. It would have meant yielding to the Japanese demand 
that the United States abandon its principles and policies. It would 
have meant abject surrender of our position under intimidation. 
... The situation was critical and virtually hopeless.” 

That has about it all the plain speaking, all the clear-worded 
eloquence of the King James version. This country was not, so long 
as Cordell Hull had a word to say, going to bow its knee before the 
arrogant war machine of the Japanese. And God knows, with the 
object lesson of Bataan and other prisons on the record, what would 
have happened to us all had we waited like a cornered and 


frightened mouse for the slant-eyed cat to jump. 
Well, Cordell Hull said the only course was to 


What Next? make a counterproposal. This is the proposal the 
Republican isolationists, seeking to discredit both Hull and Roosevelt, 
have termed an “ultimatum.” It was not. It was a much more 
reasonable proposal than the one handed us by the Japanese. 

What did the old man say about it? 

“Tt is not surprising that Japanese propaganda, especially after 
Japan had begun to suffer serious defeats, has tried to distort and 
give a false meaning to our memorandum of Nov. 26 by referring 
to it as an ‘ultimatum.’ This was in line with a well-known Japa- 
nese characteristic of utilizing completely false and flimsy pretexts 
to delude their people and gain their support for militaristic depreda- 
tions and aggrandizement.” 

(How do you feel about that, American senators, as you stamp 
and snarl in the committee room that your country “forced” Japan 
to war? Do you feel no shame, no pride, no manhood? Did not the 
bitterness of your heart soften as the old man gave you truth, 
honesty, courage and American manhood?) 


: The old man went on. He emphasized to 
Full Co-operation all concerned Japan might break out at 
any moment. With “due deference” he expressed the opinion the 
element of surprise might be their chief strategy. 

He said that through the critical months culminating in Pearl 
Harbor the President, the secretary of state, of war and of the Navy 
and the heads of our armed services kept in constant touch.

Reading a book a couple of days ago. (It is 

worth your reading, by the way. Written by a 

fellow named Teilhet and titled “My True Love.”

; It is so easy to accept snap judgments

acquaintance. Nine times out of ten the man we have, at first 
sight, mentally condemned, turns out to be a pretty swell fellow 
when we know him better. 

I’m going to make a confession hegre. 

The Rev. Thomas Elliott has been visiting this office for so 
many years I’ve forgotten any time when I was not familiar with 
his face. 

Today I count him as a good and valued friend. I know him 
to be a “regular” sort of guy, good vis a vis in ’most any bull session.

To Take Over Party? 


Men leaders of Georgia’s Democratic party 

may wake up some day in the not too distant 

future to find the women running the party. Because women are 

already electing persons to office in many counties. Today the 

women's division of the Democratic party is in the midst of an 

intensive campaign to register women as voters, now that the state 

has eliminated the poll tax. A report on how this drive is coming 

will be made Wednesday when the women Democrats convene here. 

The men might cast an eye on this report, and see the relative 
voting strength of the women and the men. 

The women began taking an active part in Georgia voting 
several years ago. Then when thousands of men marched off to 
the wars and failed to send back absentee ballots, the women de 
cided to take their men’s places in citizenship duties. Women who 
had been interested only in social affairs took jobs in the business 
world and also ceased to shun politics. It is said that women cast 
as high as two-thirds of the ballots in several Georgia counties. 

All it takes to qualify a person to vote in 


No Party Test 7eOrgia today is the ability to go to the court- 
house and sign his or her name on the registration book. No longer 
does the citizen have to worry with whether he forgot to pay his 
$1 poll tax, or whether he has to pay a large accumulation of past- 
due poll taxes. The women Democrats are taking full advantage of 
this situation with a campaign to put women on the voters’ list. 
But the Democratic men are idle. So, apparently, are the Repub- 
licans. It had been anticipated that the Democrats and Republicans 
would race to enlist the thousands of prospective new voters 
enfranchised by the repeal of the poll tax. Political observers have 
predicted the registration rolls could be tripled from the present 
half-million voters. The Democratic men in this traditionally Demo- 
cratic state obviously think the new voters will automatically go 
into the Democratic ranks, and are not tearing their shirts to 
enlarge the registration lists. The Young Republicans had an in- 
tensive campaign 1n northwest Georgia before the past election, but 
nothing has been heard of Republican efforts to garner new voters 
since repeal of the poll tax. 


Three growps are actively going after 
Labor and Negroes this reservoir of voting strength, how- 
ever. They are seeking power as groups within a political party, 
and not as separate political parties. They are the women, labor 
unions, and Negroes. The Democratic women are particularly active 
in the mountain counties of northwest Georgia, where Mrs. F.wy — 
Pittman Hillhouse, of LaFayette, is leading the drive. The tw. 
greatest groups hit by the poll tax, mill workers and the Negroes, 
are registering new voters in the larger cities. Center of activity 
is in Savannah, where they are trying to break the hold of the all- 
powerful Savannah political machine over the relatively small list 
of voters. Political action committees are busy in a few Georgia 
congressional districts with hopes of unseating some of the congress- 
men. This has been tried in Democratic primaries, keeping it a 
party fight, however, without developing a two-party system. 


- Greatest campaign to lure in new voters from 
Next Election this heretofore disfranchised group of citizen? 
will come next year. It is election year, with a governor, lieuten- 
ant governor, state legislature, statehouse officers, judicial circuit 
officers, and congressmen going on the ballot. All of the leading 
prospective candidates for governor favored repealing the poll tax, 
which made it possible for these new people to vote. They un- 
doubtedly will see that these potential voters are actual voters be- 
fore primary time rolls around in 1946. 
Georgia's Democratic women are busy today, chiefly to encour- 
age women to express a voice in government, Labor and Negroes 
are active. Others will be seeking these potential voters ere long.

DOGS OF DIXIE 


By RUTH STANTON COGILL, 


Now that Ole Man Winter has 
gotten his second wind and is do- 
ing a little fancy huffing and puff- 
ing on his own, it’s really past 
time to take stock of the backyard 
inhabitants and pay attention to 
warm and dry sleeping quarters. 
Of course, it is amazing the 
amount of cold a well-conditioned 
dog can stand but they can’t take 
drafts and dampness along with 
it—not for long anyway. Pneu- 
monia is a big risk and a disease 
that often proves fatal to dogs. 


SMALL KENNEL 
If you have a small kennel 
house where the dogs can be 
tucked away, all well and good, 
but if they depend on an outdoor 
house to shelter them from the 
pangs of winter, every precaution 
should be taken to make it as snug 
“as .possible. A small entry-way 
in a dog house cuts off the rain 
and wind. Wheat straw, known 
as bedding straw, is about as warm 
a bedding as you can provide. 
Make it deep and plentiful. If you 
cannot make that little storm en- 
trance to your dog house, hang a 
piece of old rug or blanket over 
the doorway. As the dog goes in 
and out, it will fall back into place. 
And, by all means, make up 
your mind where the dog is going 
to sleep this winter. He may de- 
velop into a poor, sorry and sick 
old fellow if you keep him in a 
steam-heated house one night and 
toss him in the backyard the next. 
If he is to stay out this winter, 
see that you don’t weaken. Keep 
him out. He'll be better off. And 
during cold weather, dogs need 
food that sticks to their ribs, Not 
hot food, but nourishing menus that 
keep his middle warm and com- 
fortable. Plenty of beef is almost 
a must and codliver oil will do 
much to help him withstand the 
onslaught of winter. Exercise your 
dogs, don’t leave them huddled 
and shivering in a flickering spot 
of sunlight, with little room or in- 
clination to run around. Dogs us- 
ually fee] peppy in cool weather so 
let them romp and run and keep 
the old circulation percolating.

nationally advertised dog food. In 
some way this food became con- 
taminated enough to cause great 
distress. Dog food should be dat- 
ed as many foods and drugs for 
human consumption are dated. 
The value of the dogs affected in 
this instance ran into several 
thousand dollars, aside from their 
sentimental value. With a state- 
wide drive on for the prevention 
and inoculation for rabies, and 
people rabies-conscious, if one of 
these dogs had had a running fit 
on the streat, someone would have 
shot him. To the layman, they 
have the same symptoms of rabies. 
But the cause of it all would have 
been food poisoning.

Templeton’s audience will find 
delight and stimulus in his unique 
musicianship, yet few people real- 
ize the source of that musicianship 
lies in his unusually acute ear. He 
was born with perfect pitch—the 
ability, not merely to “carry a 
tune,” but to recognize and repro- 
duce the individual  vibration- 
units of the various tones. Such 
an acute ear carries the disadvan- 
tage of hearing discords in less- 
than-perfectly tuned instruments, 
street noises, and even human 
voices, that are quite undistin- 
guishable to the average ear. But 
to Alec Templeton, the advan- 
tages predominate. 

This incredible accuracy of ear 
extends to individualities of voice. 
Once Templeton has heard a per- 
son speak, he stores up intonation, 
cadence and inflection, and never 
forgets them. Years later, he may 
hear those same qualities in a 
voice speaking in a crowded room, 
and will remember the person. His 
unmatched imitations are, of 
course, the result of his ear for 
voices.

Peace brings us many new 
problems. Here’s a chance 


for America’s teachers . . 


E men in uniform are coming home, 
f preesae finishec the gigantic job they 
set themselves; but it is only part of the 
job that has to be donedThey have left 
an even bigger job to the'soldiers of the 
future. | 

Before you read a sinister note into that 
statement, let me explain. Those soldiers 
of the future are not in uniform. They are 
never drafted. They carry no arms. Yet 
today they face a task as difficult as the 
Normandy landing, and one in which the 
penalties of failure are just as grave. 

They are the teachers ... in a world 
that has so much to learn, and so little 
time left for learning. 

Basically, what has to be learnt is sim- 
ple — as simple as the formula that Ein- 
stein was able to put into a three-letter 
equation a quarter of a century ago. But 
it is just those simple things that are apt 
to be tremendously difficult. To translate 
the Einstein formula into the atom bomb 
required years of painstaking effort by 
the world’s best brains. To translate ‘‘one 
world”’ into a living ethic of peace will re- 
quire no less .. . and perhaps more. 


Ir is not a soft-hearted job of teaching 
us to love our enemies, or even our friends; 
it is a hard-headed job of sharing the same 
world with all sorts of people, whether we 
particularly like them or not. And sharing 
implies justice, and justice implies some 
kind of world-wide organization to pro- 
nounce and enforce judgment; and this in 
turn demands, in addition to our best 
brains, the support of the plain people 


of the world, in all countries and ofall races. 

Here is where the teachers come in — 
teachers in school, where everything has to 
be learned by children, and also teachers 
out of school, where so much has to be un- 
learned by adults. The writer, the preach- 
er, the radio commentator, all are teachers 
in this wider sense. Their task is not only 
to sell our democratic way of life to the 
defeated nations, but to sell ourselves a 
new concept of the future. There will be 
no lucky nations in the next war. “One 
world”’ has come, for good or evil, whether 
we like it or not. 


Peruaps we had better learn to like it, 
since we have to live in it. But this again 
is where the teaehers come in. They can 
explore and chart the new territory that 
has no geographical frontiers — territory 
of the mind and spirit in which every clear 
thinker is a Columbus. They can draw the 
line between reverencing the past and be- 
ing hidebound by it; they can bridge the 
gulf between saints and cynics (a far more 
crucial division of humanity than saints 
and sinners). They can insist that every 
man shall have bread to eat, so that he can 
then learn that man does not live by bread 
alone. 

If I had a child who wanted to be a 
teacher I would bid him Godspeed as if 
he were going to a war. For indeed the 
war against prejudice, greed and ignorance 
is eternal, and those who dedicate them- 
selves to it give their lives no less because 
they may live to see some fraction of the 
battle won. They are the commandoes of 
the peace, if peace is to be more than a 
short armistice. As in a relay race, our 
armed men have handed victory to those 
who dare not stand still to admire it, but 
must run with it for very life to a further 
and larger goal.

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CIVILIAN TANKER

Former Staff Officer with the Third Army 
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Sips war is over and they can’t try him now for the odd and 
irregular things he did for the Third Army, so the story 
of Alexis Sommaripa can be told today. 

Alex was always at the front and he was never in the Army. 
He -was classified as a civilian non-combatant without the 
right to bear arms, even in the combat zone. 

When the war began he was living in Wilmington, Del., 
a naturalized American citizen, working for DuPont. His 
pride of citizenship compelled him to volunteer at once, 
although he was 41 years old. But the Army, the Navy and 
the Marine Corps rejected him for some minor physical defect. 

Alex then volunteered for duty as a spy, but this also fell 
through. In the end, although still a civilian, he got himself 
sent to England as an “‘assimilated”’ officer with a special 
detachment of OSS. And when the troops swarmed onto the 
Normandy beaches on D Day — he was there. 

Before the war with Germany was over this “non-combat- 
ant’”” had become the only civilian tank commander in the 
ETO — or any other theater of operations: Officially it’s 


a 


denied, but at the front the legend had it that he had killed 
his full share of Germans. The records do show that he cap- 
tured hundreds more. The general commanding the Fourth 
Armored Division decorated him for valor, although there 
was nothing in the book of rules to authorize such an award 
to a civilian in the battlefield. 

I met Sommaripa for the first time in Normandy, early in 
August of 1944. I was Psychological Warfare 
Officer with the Third Army and was on a 
tour of inspection with my opposite number 
from the First Army. Sommaripa was trav- 
elling with him. It was early in the morning 
when we were introduced. We stood in a driz- 
zle of rain. 


Wore Catch-All Uniform 


SommariPa wore a trench coat several sizes 
too large — although he was a man of normal 
stature. It hung almost to the ground. It was 
buttoned up to the neck, collar awry. The 
belt, which was around his hips instead of his 
waist, sagged under the weight of a captured German dispatch 
case. His steel helmet was fitted so low that it came far down 
over his eyes, obliging him to cock his head absurdly to look 
out from under it. A Garand rifle, muzzle up and uncovered 
in the rain, hung by its sling from his right shoulder. 

He was wearing an officer’s uniform without insignia of 
rank, but he was completely unaware that there was any- 
thing peculiar about his dress. We chatted a few minutes, 


then set out in the jeeps. It cost us the whole morning to reach 
our advanced positions — there was still no front. Sommaripa 
scraped up an acquaintance with a peasant, then hurried back 
for his Garand: He had heard of a couple of Germans hiding 
in a nearby farmyard. Twenty minutes later he returned, grin- 
ning, marching a couple of scared Krauts before him, 

“Did you ever see anything as easy to scare as these 
Krauts?” Alex asked. ‘““They were sure I was going to shoot 
them.” 

“With that weapon of yours?” I said, reaching for the 
Garand. “I doubt it.” 

There was mud in the breach mechanism. The bolt was 
jammed and could not be moved. There was mud caked 
inside the barrel. 

“‘Have you ever fired this weapon?”’ I asked. 

‘“‘No. I found it recently beside a dead sol- 
dier and I don’t know exactly how it works; 
but it gives me confidence to carry it.” 

‘“*You'll need more than confidence if you’re 
going to go about disarming German soldiers. 
Besides, you’ll catch hell for having a piece 
of ordnance in this condition. ...”’ 

**I’Il catch hell anyway,” Alex laughed. 
“I can’t get permission to carry a 
weapon.”’ 

On the way back to headquarters that 
afternoon Alex rode with me and I had a 
chance to get acquainted with him. In the 
hot sun —- the weather had cleared — he re- 

moved his helmet, exposing a slim, triangular face that broad- 
ened to a good forehead, tapered to a narrow, somewhat 
prominent chin. His eyes were dark, wide-set and thoughtful. 
He laughed easily, childlike, throwing his head back and slap- 
ping his knee in exuberance. 

I learned he’d been born in Odessa in 1900... graduated 
from the Imperial Law School at St. Petersburg when he was 
17, then emigrated to the United States two years later ... 
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graduate of the Post-Graduate School of Business Adminis- 
tration at Harvard, Class of '22 ... married and divorced, 
father ‘of one child with the strange Slavic name af Mstislav, 
a boy now 14 years old, to whom he was reported to be deeply 
devoted... . 

Ten days later the Corps to which Alex was assigned be- 
came part of the Third Army. Alex thus came under my com- 
mand, though I saw little of him for several weeks. 

However, I had frequent reports of his activity. One such 
concerned the taking of the town of Concarneau. Alex was 
in charge of a combat loudspeaker, a high-powered public 
address system mounted on a light truck. He would approach 
isolated detachments of enemy troops with his ‘‘Baloney 
Wagon”’ and tell them they were cut off and that further re- 
sistance was useless. But Concarneau was a big town held in 
some strength and Alex was unable to get close. Mine fields 
and well-positioned guns prevented our going in there with- 
out substantial losses. 


SS Men Were Stubborn 


From the officer in command “of the besieging force Alex 
obtained permission to go in afoot and try to talk the Germans 
into giving up. It was exceedingly dangerous, but he was stub- 
born. When the permission was given he set out at once, 
shouting, “‘Hier comes ein American Officier!’”’ The enemy 
held his fire and allowed him to come up to an outpost, where 
he was blindfolded and taken through the mine fields. 

All but two of the officers Sommaripa met at headquarters 
were willing to surrender. These two, both SS men, refused to 
consider his proposals. Alex then undertook to persuade the 
other officers to shoot the two SS men, and, when they re- 
fused, offered to shoot them himself if someone would be care- 
less enough td leave a pistol where he could get at it. This 
proposal also was turned down. 

“‘What are we going to do?” Alex asked. 

“You must shell us,”’ one of the German officers replied. 
“Then, perhaps, we can persuade the others to surrender.” 


He agreed to have the Germans shelled, but not until they 
"had allowed him to warn the French civilians out of the 
danger zone. He was then blindfolded and taken back. 

The shelling took place faithfully in the morning of the 
following day. In the afternoon Alex went in to Concarneau 
again, but the SS men were still holding out. 

‘*You’ll just have to come get us,”’ the officers told 
Alex sorrowfully. ‘‘If you know the mine fields it won’t 
be difficult.”’ 

“But we don’t know them!”’ Alex protested. 

“The guard that takes you back this afternoon will squeeze 
your arm when you come to the edge of the town,”’ one of 
them explained. “‘When he does, push the bandage over your 
eyes up far enough to let you see below it. 

The mine fields will be plainly marked.”’ 

This time Alex returned with a sketch map 
of one of the approaches to the town, and the 
infantry went in and took the town, including 
the two SS men. 

There were other reports almost as fantas- 
tic, but not until Alex joined the Third Army 
in the area of its major effort did his great 
days begin. Then his dream of a super 
Baloney Wagon capable of making itself 
heard through the roar of battle and tough 
enough to accompany the leading tanks in an 
attack, came true. The Fourth Armored Divi- 
sion gave him a tank of his own on which to mount the most 
powerful loud-speaker equipment then available. Instructions 
shouted through its mighty horn could be understood five 
miles away! 

One of the armorers welded the great horn in its compact 
steel case to the top of the turret just beside the hatch. The 
gasoline-driven generator was mounted behind the turret on 
the sloping rear of the tank. The powerful amplifiers were 
fitted inside, in place of extra ammunition boxes. The fire- 
power of the tank remained unimpaired, and it could spray 
the surrounding landscape with potent argument. 


Made Alex Into a Tanker 


Tuey made a tanker out of Alex in short order. They dressed 
him in heavy woolen clothes and crash-helmet. Officially, it’s 
not admitted, but somehow — or so our legend at the front 
had it — he learned to shoot the .30-caliber machine gun, like 
other tank commanders, standing with head and shoulders 
out of the turret hatch. And they sent him out on the range to 
get used to the buck of the tank’s one big gun. On his own at 
last, Alex studied tank tactics and tested his equipment. 
Startled peasants dropped their hoes and stared in terror as 
the solitary tank charged by along the lonely roads behind the 
front at top speed, emitting a stupendous voice: 

“Achtung! Achtung! Testing... One... Two... Three!”’ 

By the time the Third Army crossed into Germany Alexis 
Sommaripa had become one of the authentic heroes of the

war. ‘“The Mad Russian” took prisoners by the tens and the 
dozens and the scores and, on occasion, by the hundreds. 
The general commanding the division urgently telegraphed 
Third Army Headquarters for several more units of the same 
sort — more equipment and more Sommaripas. Other ar- 
mored divisions heard of Alex’s success and requested similar 
equipment and personne! for their tanks. 

The Fourth Armored Division fought its way to victory. 
How many thousands of prisoners Alex took in all, how many 
villages he captured by himself, is not known with accuracy. 
But the score was good. 

I saw him for the last time the day before he crossed the 
Rhine. We had become very good friends. As we parted there 

by the river he said earnestly: 


“Remember This’’ 


A Lor oF people get hurt in this business. 
If anything happens to me, remember this: 
I am a deeply religious man and I have no 
fear of dying. It comes when it must and as 
far as I’m concerned it couldn't happen in 
better company than I have here — these 
wonderful guys I’ve been with. But if it 
should happen, then you might look after my 
things for me.” 

Alex gave me a folded slip of paper, shook 
hands, left. 

The information on the. slip of paper was very brief. It 
consisted of the name and address of his 14-year-old son in 
Washington, D. C., and a request that the signet ring he 
wore on his left hand, his pistol and his binoculars, be sent 
to the boy. 

His other possessions — the little things he might have 
with him — he wished distributed among the members of 
his tank crew, should any of them survive him. 

On March 28, last spring, on high ground east of the Rhine, 
Alex moved away from the main body of advancing tanks 
to broadcast to some retreating Germans. Aircraft which 
looked like our own spotted him, peeled off to attack. Alex 
and his driver tried to establish their identity by dusting off 
the recognition panel, but one of the fighters opened fire and 
a .50-caliber machine gun bullet hit the driver. He crumpled 
and fell back, his feet striking the controls. The great engine 
leaped forward and somersaulted into a bomb crater, 
threw Alex clear, then came to rest on top of him. 

The driver recovered from his wound. Alex, alone, died 
there in this strange way. 

Alex’s friends in the Fourth Armored Division insisted 
upon carrying out the simple provisions of his will. I wrote 
to the boy, but there was not much to send him. I’m not 
sure the binoculars survived the trip.

LUXURY FOODS return by the 
scores. Welcome chutney from 
India here after long absence. 
Russia sends caviar for the little 
toast fingers; the salted, not the 
fresh. Cocktail peanuts go places 
again in vacuum-packed tins. Sap 
Sago arrives, the first European 
cheese to come since the war, this 
out of Switzerland by way of 
Spain. A hard green cheese made 
from sour skim milk and aromatic 
of herbs, a grating cheese, its 
sharp, strong flavor adding zest 
to soups, spaghetti, macaroni and 
egg dishes. 

Cré@pes Suzettes, the .delicate, 
thin pancakes, favorite dessert of 
the French, are rolled into long 
fingers, packed end up in glass jars, 
doused with a brandy sauce —a 
heat-and-eat item. 


CARP is the latest fish to be put 
into cans and expected to com- 
pete with tuna and salmon. A 
Minnesota firm is turning this 
“finny”’ liability of the lake region 
into an asset by means of a newly 
developed four-hour canning pro- 
cess. In the past but few of the 
carp’s enormous numbers have 
found sale in the markets and 
seining was necessary to thin them 
out for protection of the game 
fish. Now this over-production 


will be put into tins to add inter- 
esting variety to your canned fish 
selection. The new product has a 
flavor rather like chicken, some- 
thing like tuna. Look for carp on 
the grocery shelves before spring. 


HEAT-RESISTING EGGS are the 
big talk with poultry men. A line 
of chickens has been bred by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
to lay eggs that keep to A-1 table 
quality for a period of two weeks 
at a temperature of 100°F. The 
department scientists have devel- 
oped another type chicken, which 
lays eggs with whites thicker than 
usual; superior for poaching. A 
third line is bred to produce eggs 
tough-shelied to stand the rigors 
of shipping. 


A NEW COFFEE MEASURE is be- 
ing introduced nationally by the 
United Coffee Industry. Research- 
ers find that a pound of coffee 
properly brewed yields exactly 40 
servings. Since the average table 
cup holds but six ounces you need 
one-fortieth of a pound of coffee 
(four-tenths ounce) for its mak- 
ing. That’s the exact amount the 
new dipper holds. The rule is one 
dip of coffee for one six-ounce cup 
of cold water, which is three- 
fourths cup by the standard meas- 
ure. 
Correct measure-alone won't in- 
sure a brew of perfection. Much 
depends on the efficiency of your 
coffee pot. Testing standards have 
been set up by the National Coffee 
Association and an_ invitation 
issued to the equipment manufac- 
turers offering a ‘‘Seal of Approval”’ 
to all brewing devices found 
worthy. Already 14 of the lead- 
ing manufacturers have made 
application.

Meet Navy’s Dick Duden: He’s 
a top-flight athlete who can 
score in the classroom, too 


HERE was nothing wrong with college 
football during the war years that a few 
thousand football players couldn’t fix. This 
has been amply demonstrated in the past 
two months. Able once more to tap hard- 
muscled young men for its lines and back- 
fields, football has pulled itself together and 
taken off on a 79-yard run to reassert itself 
as America’s top fall sport. 
Brightest stars of the season, however, 
have been the service teams whose wartime 


holdovers have given them the edge in man- 


power and crowd appeal. Now Army and 
Navy will collide next Saturday at Phila- 
delphia and manpower is going to pay off 
with blue chips. 

Navy’s great expectations, for in- 
stance, will ride with one of the year’s 
real Golden Boys — the brilliant cap- 
tain and right end, Dick Duden. 

He might spark the Middies to a victory, 
at that. For around Annapolis they say that 
Dick Duden has the golden touch. Everything 
this Midshipman Midas does seems to pay 
off. Perhaps it’s just as well that he’s a large, 
imposing youth. He needs his 205 pounds, 
neatly hung on a six-foot, two-inch frame, to 
bear up under his accumulated distinctions. 


He’s a Good Joe 


HE 1s, first of all, a happy combination as 
a college man: a fine scholar, a fine athlete 
and a good Joe. He was the first Annapolis 
plebe to make the football, baseball and 
basketball teams as a varsity regular. And 
when he is graduated in June, he will join the 
memorable Hamilton, Borries and Bergner 
as a winner of nine major letters. 

Making three major Navy teams has 
always been a nice trick. Getting permission 
to try it in the past three years has been even 
trickier. For in 1942 the Navy compressed 
its already stiff doses of math and science 
into a three-year capsule that few men could 
swallow and still fifid time for outside 
activities. 

But Duden was different. ““‘We let Dick 
play three sports,” said Capt. C. Owen 
Humphreys, the director of athletics, “‘be- 
cause we knew he’d have no trouble in the 
classroom.” 

Or anywhere else. Duden has not only 
been a bearcat with his studies and a giant 
on the playing field, but an officer and gen- 
tleman as well. He shared with a classmate 
the top undergraduate rank of Captain of 
the Brigade. This is a new rank created last 
summer when the Academy expanded from 
one regiment of Middies to a brigade. It 
entitled Dick to wear an unheard-of six 
stripes, which is one more than Admiral 
King may wear, and it startled some of the 
old brass around Annapolis. But Dick kept 
on saluting ensigns. 

The affection and respect that his class- 
mates have for him takes a less splendid, but

no less appreciative turn. They simply call 
him “Monster.” 

On the football field, where the greatest 
number of people know him best, the 
Monster is not spectacular. He never scored 
a point as quarterback during the past two 
years. But he’s a workhorse and he’s steady. 
He was probably the best blocking back 
in America, and in his new position at 
end he continues to be a tower of de- 
fensive strength. The reason for the shift, 
however, was to capitalize on his ability as a 
glue-fingered pass catcher. Comdr. Oscar 
Hagberg, Navy’s coach and a good ball 
player in his own day, says Duden is ‘‘the 
only man I’ve seen who can catch a ball 
thrown anywhere near him.” 


He Likes Submarines 


For all his honors, Duden has remained 
a relaxed and amiable fellow. He’s headed 
for service with submarines, likes their easy 
informality. “I’m no spit-and-polish guy,” 
he grins. 

But as his roommate, Ed Deramee, a 
Louisiana boy who plays a lot of football at 
guard, will tell you: 

“Dick will do all*right wherever he goes. 
He’s so good-natured and friendly he can’t 
miss. Besides, he’s the luckiest stiff ever 
born. He's the kind of guy who can walk into 
a carnival and clean out all the prizes." 

Next Saturday the prize he'll be after is 
Army. But whether he makes it or not, 
Dick Duden is a good man to have around. 
With fellows like him, college football will 
make that 79-yard run in a breeze.

F YOU see a guillotine in a Broad- 
way show, chances are the 
guillotine, along with all the other 
properties, came from Encore Stu- 
dio in New York City. Here, over- 
flowing six floors of warehouse, is 
the oddest assortment of para- 
phernalia ever assembled. 

The studio supplies theatrical 
productions, advertising agencies, 
photographers, magazines and 
clubs with anything from a 30-foot 
dragon to a Victorian lorgnette. 

The Greek column against which 
a pretty model leans in fashion 
pictures is supplied by Encore 
nine times out of 10. They have a 
papier-maché cow,- which a store 
used in a window display. 

They rent props again and again, 
but they had one that didn’t last 
long. It was a bust of Hitler; every- 
body took a pot shot at it. 


They'll Make It 


ENcoreE won't even attempt a 
guess at the number of items in 
stock and uses no catalog system to 
keep track of them. But should an 
amateur theatrical group call for a 
1910 wall telephone, a street lamp- 
post or a three-foot razor, Encore 
knows just where the pieces can 
be found. 

“If it’s not in stock, we'll make 
it,” is their motto. But when a 
broadcasting company requested 
some live skunks for a stunt, they 
reluctantly sent them to a circus. 


Some unusual requests filled 
have been an old arm pump, bag- 


pipes, an electric chair, scarecrows, - 


tree trunks, a jail, a barber chair, 
a guillotine, a Chinese ricksha. 

Properties most commonly in 
demand are handcuffs, paintings 
and busts of famous men, antique 
furniture, prop horses, skeletons 
and coffins. Encore does a brisk 
business in firearms, too, but since 
it’s against the law to rent the real 
thing, these are all props. 


Won’t Sell 


Wuen the war came along, Encore 
stopped selling props, They are 
rented out at a weekly fee of 10 
per cent of the valuation. Most 
expensive item is an Egyptian 
mummy case for which the studio 
charges up to $25 a week. Cheap- 
est is a baby rattle at 50 cents a 
week. 

Encore gets 30 or more or- 
ders a week, some calling for 
just one item, some for several 
hundred. Here’s a routine order: 
one bathtub, one town-crier bell, 
one shotgun, one safe, six bells, one 
crutch, one paddle, one deer, one 
human body, one screen, one 
bookcase, one dress form, one 
drum, one tree stump, one bicycle, 
one baby carriage, one barrel, two 
pine trees, one fireplace. 

Estates being liquidated are 
the best sources, and from them 
they have secured some very old 
items. But the studio’s staff isn’t 
intrigued by history. “All this stuff 
keeps going out and coming back,” 
they say. “‘We can’t even enjoy 
shows any more. We know too 
much about the furniture.”
